Speaking of Shelters 

Everyone in this free country is 
allowed to use the term “scientific” 
just as he likes, but Gerald T. Smith 
(Letters, Dec. 12th) gives an errone- 
ous impression of what scientific 
method and attitude consist of in 
this day and age. 

Generally speaking, ‘conclusive 
and irrefutable evidence’ is not 
available to support any statement 
that would actually be of interest 
to anyone. Such high standards 
would confine us to remarks like, 
**The sun rises every day,”’ which, 
while irrefutable, is not very inter- 
esting. Also, any statement about 
the future is necessarily a predic- 
tion only, and not certain, a condi- 
tion which applies as much to Sci- 
entist Libby’s and Mr. Smith’s pre- 
dictions as to anyone’s. 

Libby recently designed and built 
himself a backyard shelter in Cali- 
fornia, which act can be considered 
some sort of prediction, itself. There 

- was a brush fire, and the railroad 
tie roof burned and collapsed. Un- 
daunted, Libby announced that this 
indident, far from being any re- 
proof by the facts, actually im- 
proved his shelter thesis, since the 
next version would have steel gird- 
ers. But the rest of us have some 
right to consider the accuracy of 
his early predictions about shelters. 

Mr. Smith reveals the rather nar- 
row range of possibilities he is will- 
ing (or able) to contemplate when 

‘ he refers to shelters as ‘“‘the only 
potentially useful preparation for 
survival.” But certainly any course 
of action, private or public, which 
tended to reduce the danger of nu- 
clear war would also be “‘potential- 
ly useful,” and it is quite possible 
to argue that preoccupatior with the 
construction of shelters would in- 
terfere with such alternatives. 

Perhaps shelters are. the best 
course to take. Mr. Smit should 
consider that perhaps they are not, 
for the sake of stretching hig mind 
in the time we have left.

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Back to Unitas? 


Unitas is a football player to many Ameri- 
cans, but to others the word recalls the days 
when economists and fiscal experts were con- 
ferring at Bretton Woods to set up a postwar 
international monetary system. One of the 
proposals considered was to +stablish a new 
monetary unit—the unitas—in which interna- 
tional settlements would be nade. The idea 
was rejected, and instead the free world’s 
monetary arrangements came to ~e based on 
a gold-exchange or key-currency system, un- 
der which central banks and national treas- 
uries hold large parts of the:r monetary re- 
serves in the form of dollars or sterling. 


The key-currency system has worked well 
enough until lately, but it is now developing 
weaknesses which raise the question whether 
the free world will not have to go back to 
unitas after all. Writing in “Looking Ahead,” 
published by the National Planning Associa- 
tion, Theodore Geiger points out that the 
deficit in the United States balance of pay- 
ments, which has been moderated but not 
eliminated by the Kennedy Administration, 
is, combined with new relationships arising 
out of the European Common Market, stimu- 
lating thought of basic changes in the inter- 
national monetary system. 

- ~ . 

At bottom, the problem is that there is not 
enough gold, or enough prospective gold pro- 
duction, to facilitate an expanding world 
trade on the scale now in sigh... Sefove World 
War II Britain’s sterling provided the extra 
resources needed: after .he war, the dollar 
largely took over. But todav both dollars 
and sterling are proving inadequate for the 
double function of serving as a nationa! cur- 
rency and an international monetary .esource. 

Because so manvy foreign central ba.ks and 
investment houses hold part of their reserves 
in dollars, our government tends increasingly 
to find its freedom of action curtailed by bal- 
ance-of-payments considerations. Thus we 
must have a large volume of world trade, a 
large foreign aid program, and large military 
expenditures abroad in order to fulfill our 
international responsibilities. But all of these 
activities can contribute to a deficit in the 
balance of payments which, so long as the 
dollar is a key-currency in the international 
monetary system, may become a limiting fac- 
tor upon American policy. 

The deficit must be overcome; but in ways 
that do not conflict with our larger interna- 
tional objectives. Some say the thing to do is 
to adopt the classic deflationary methods of 
curtailing imports, raising interest *ates, re- 
ducing consumer demand, cutting public ex- 
penditures drastically; but such a _ policy 
would curb the nation’s economic growth at 
a time when our real goal must be to 
increase it. 

* * * 

Could the problem be solved by replacing 
the dollar and sterling as the base of the in- 
ternational monetary system with a new unit 
svecifically designed to serve the purpose? 
Some experts, such as Prof. Robert Triffin 
of Yale University, think so. Skillful man- 
agement of the international monetary sys- 
tem would be required, but the resources for 
this exist. Some central banks might be re- 
luctant at first to hold part of their reserves 
in the form of a unites or some other new 
unit; but as confidence in the new system 
was established this problem should disap- 
pear, just as ordinary’ citizens now do the 
greatest share of their business by. check 
though they once weuld trust nothing but 
hard: metal. 

Such a system. might. im fact, be more. ef- 
fective in severa] wavs.thon the present one; 
and refieving the dollar of its responsibilities 
as a key currencv might enable the United 
States to deal with its balance of payments 
deficit in constructive wavs, which do not 
prejudice basic aims of our foreign policy. 


Target in Skilled Jobs 


Hadley Technical High School is intended 
to ‘help young people to learn how to work 
and earn a living, and thus serves its purpose 
with four courses to be offered next month 
in carpentry, plumbing, electrical wiring and 
sheet metal work. What makes these courses 
especially noteworthy is that they are in- 
tended to help Negroes enter building trades 
now largely closed to them. 


Last October, the federal Civil Rights Com- 
mission reported that only seven Negroes 
were in craft apprenticeship , rograms in St. 
Louis, in a total enrollment of 1470, and six 
of these were in the baking trade. The Had- 
lev Tech plan should bring many more into 
other trades, as requested by the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People. The program is sponsored by the 
Midwest Contractors Association and the 
Congress of Independent Unions, not asso- 
ciated with the AFL-CIO. 

The major labor groups cainot reasonably 
protest that they have been left out of the 
program, fer they 1lever offered to sponsor a 
similar-one themselyés. The attitude of the 
building trade unions remains a bict on the 
otherwise constructive record of the AFL-CIO 
to sponsor minority rights and equal oppor- 
tunity for all. Access to skilled jobs is a good 
test of equal opportunity as well as of labor's 
ideal of brotherhood. The Hadley program 
and its sponsors are filling a gap between 
ideal and practice in an effort which, we 
hope, organized labor generally will come to 
support. 


No Shelters in Russia 


Americans contemplating the building of 
nuclear fallout shelters should be interested 
in a report by Harrison Salisbury, New York 
Times expert on the Soviet Union who is now 
in Russia. Mr. Salisbury, an unusually con- 
scientious and reliable reporter, says that 
during a trip of about 12,000 miles in the 
last four weeks he found no evidence of a sin- 
gle Soviet.bomb shelter, and no talk about a 
shelter program. 

Mr. Salisbury has traveled widely in the 
Soviet Union before and he knows what to 
look for and where to look. He assumes there 
may be an up-to-date shelter under the Krem- 
lin, and he agrees that some of the Moscow 
subways would be useful for shelters, al- 
though they are not now equipped for the 
purpose. But as for any shelter-building pro- 
gram or talk of one, nothing. | 

Mr. Salisbury takes issue with reports of 
Leon Goure, a research specialist for the 
Rand Corp., which is employed by the Air 
Force. Mr. Goure has contended that the 
Russians have a wide program for sheltering 


people and industry from atomic attack. Mr. 
Salisbury says that Mr. Goure assumes the 
existence of such a program because Soviet 
literature describes shelters, but that he does 
not cite reports of witnesses thut shelters ac- 
tually have been constructed. 


If there is no thought of shelters in the 
Soviet Union, should not that be considered 
in connection with a possible program in the 
United States? The danger to Russians is as 
great as the danger to Americans, if not 
greater, once a nuclear war breaks out. If 
Russians feel safer than Americans, why? 


Plunder in California 


An appeal by California for exception from 
federal safeguards cgainst monopoly and 
speculation in lands irrigated by water from 
federal projects is under consideration by 
Secretary of Interior Udall, with decision ex- 
pected any day now. We hope he will reject it. 

With California’s $1,750,000,000 water proj- 
ect, in behalf of which the exception is 
sought, we have every sympathy. It is de- 
signed to carry water from north of Sacra- 
mento more than 700 miles to the central and 
southern parts of the state, where many 
areas will otherwise experience critical short- 
ages, including San Diego and Los Angeles. 

Federal participation is relatively small, 
consisting of less than half the investment 
ina key dam. The financial feasibility of the 
entire project may be endangered if the irri- 
gation phase is not successful, and most of 
the land is held in large parcels. 

These facts argue for relaxation of the 160- 
acre limit, but they are outweighed, in our 
opinion, by the inescapable fact that removal 
of all limitation on irrigation ‘vater from fed- 
eral projects would prove destructive not only 
in California but by precedent in the entire 
West. 

For half a century the acreage limitation 
has prevented a few from ge.ting the lion's 
share of the public wealth created by federal 
irrigation projects, thus preserving broad use- 
fulness of the projects, and justifying them. 
Large landowners can participate on the same 
terms as others—water for 160 acres owned 
by an individual or 320 acres owned by a 
husband and wife. It would be manifestly 
wrong to permit a few big ec rporate owners 
to grab the benefits designed for the many. 

California’s case for special consideration is 
affected by politics: Gov. Brown, in whose 
administration the project is the crowning 
achievement, wants it well in hand if he has 
to run against former Vice President Nixon 
for re-election next year. He was supported 
in putting it over at the polls last year by the 
Southern Pacific and Kern County Land Co., 
which stand to reap windfalls of millions from 
the enhancement in value which irrigation 
would bring to th®ir enormous land-holdings. 


These political factors .nay be expected to 
produce even more pressure on Secretary 
Udall than the valid arguments concerning 
the state’s pressing need of the project. It 
is at least doubtful that the Secretary pos- 
sesses authority to relax the acreage limit, 
and if he tries to do so it is virtually certain 
Congress will be appealed to for the lcst 
word. 


Mr. Udall can only bring down a host of 
troubles on his head if he tampers with this 
historic safeguard, which has meant so much 
to the West. He will do well to stand as firm 
against the exploiters as his predecessors in 
his office have done. 


Lifting a Pall of Vice 

Newport and Campbell county, Kentucky, 
are to Cincinnati ‘vhat the East Side for many 
years was to St. Louis. Wine, vice and 
gambling flourish and Newport earned the 
added distinction of being the center for lay- 
ing off bets by handbook operators in sur- 
rounding states. A Federal Court grand jury 
in September reported “the foul odors of 
vice, corruption and bribery cover Campbell 
county officialdom like a pall.” Efforts of re- 
form groups in the past were met by public 
apathy and politicians explained that Camp- 
bell countians are very “liberal” about such 
things. Generous campaign contributions by 
syndicate operators’ have caused Kentucky 
governors to look the other way. At last a 
change is in sight. 

The Newport Ministerial Association 
achieved an initial success in a long reform 
campaign with the election of George Ratter- 
man, former Notre Dame and Cleveland 
Browns football plaver, as sheriff. The story 
of Ratterman’s election reads iike a racy 
detective story. The reform candidate was 
arrested last May in a Newport hotel room 
with a strip-tease dancer known profession- 
ally as-April Flowers. Ratterman claimed he 
was framed, and charges were dismissed 
when traces of a knockout drug were found 
in his blood a few hours after his arrest. The 
new Sheriff takes office January 1 with a 
clear mandate from the people who elected 
him by a two to one majority. Cleaning up a 
city is a large task and we wish Mr. Ratter- 
man well. 


Featherbed in the Sky 


The labor dispute between the Air Line 
Pilots Association and Pan American World 
Airways is still far from settlement and a 
Strike is threatened when the cooling-off pe- 
riod ends at midnight January 9. Pan Ameri- 
can calls the demands of the pilots for in- 
creased wages and lower working hours an 
attempt to “expand featherbedding to a scale 
hitherto unknown in American industry.” The 
airline notes that more than 100 of its 1370 
pilots earned more than $30,000 in 1960. The 
average cockpit time of all the company’s 
pilots in 1960 was 54 hours a month, and few 
pilots worked more than 13 days a month, 
the airline states. 


The failure of the pilots union to accept the 
recommendations of the Feinsinger Commis- 
sion and two Presidential emergency boards 
on the related issue of size and makeup of 
flight crews adds credibility to Pan Ameri- 
can’s featherbedding charge. The Feinsinger 
Commission proposed a solution to the juris- 
dictional dispute between pilots and flight en- 
gineers by reducing the number of men in 
the cockpit and merging the two unions in 
such a way that seniority rights of ill would 
be preserved. Pan American has accepted 
this solution and President Kennedy has said 
“there can be no legitimate excuse for inter- 
ruptions of service now that these commis- 
sions have marked out the areas of tair, rea- 
sonable settlement.” The public will certainly 
concur in that judgment. '

What were the old-time cattle kings 
really like? Did they, in the long view 
of our economic history, serve any use- 
ful purpose? It is to these questions, 
among others, that Lewis Atherton, a 
professor of history at the University 
of Missouri, addresses himself in this 
calm and well-documented study of 
the leaders of the ‘“‘cow persons.” 


The cattle baron has become a sort 
of whipping boy. Western fictign, and 
Western television series, generally 
have depicted him as arrogant and 
bull-headed, a ruthless handler of men, 
primarily a speculator, and not too 
scrupulous in his dealings with his fel- 
low men. He also, at times, has been 
shown as personally ignorant, uncouth 
and grasping. The ebullient Miss Mari 
Sandoz, of “Old Jules” fame, wrote a 
book called “The Cattlemen” a few 
years ago which added to the down- 
grading of the big-time cattlemen, par- 
ticularly the Texans.

Catholic-Protestant Relations 
Notably improved i in Past Year PENEWAL |S URGED

The year that ends tomorrow 
has been notable in religious 
news for new and unexpected 
developments in Protestant- 

relations 

The 1961 confrontation of the 
two major Christian bodies was 
unplanned, and it has been inde- 
cisive. Their relations remain 
about as they were a year ago, 
10 years ago—except for the fact 
that both sides now acknowledge 
coexistence, 

What is news is that there has 
been more dialogue between 
Catholic and Protestant leaders 
and spokesmen than would have 
been thought possible only five 
years ago. 

These publicized personal ex- 
changes included Pope John 
XXIII’s audiences with the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and the 
Presiding Bishop of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the 
United States, the Rt. Rev. Ar- 
thur C. Lichtenberger, former 
bishop of the Missouri Diocese 
These gestures of mutual respect 
and good will were handled so 
naturally and cordially that they 
a profound impression 
throughout the Christian world 
Indeed, they were greeted with 
such universal acclaim as to 
raise hopes Christian unity 
which still are wholly unjustified 

Recent St. Louis Meeting. 
At lower levels, conversations 
between Protestants and Catho- 
lics have multiplied. For exam- 
ple, in St. Louis, onlv recently 
Catholic priests met with Protest- 
ant ministers at Eden Theolog- 
ical Seminary. The dialogue was 
arranged by the Metropolitan 
Church Federation. 

These informal inter-faith con- 
versations—and they have been 
wholly informal and unofficial— 
mark a big change in the re- 
ligious climate. When this re- 
porter covered the 1954 Assem- 
bly of the World Council of 
Churches at Evanston, Ill., for 
the Post-Dispatch, the only Ro- 
man Catholic observers were a 
few French priests press 
corps. All of big pre 
room, more than 200 men 
women from man‘ 
were asked by the 
cil press staff not to mention in 
our dispatches the presence of 
the French Catholic priests. “It 
might be embarrassing,” we 
were told. 

But at the recent World Coun- 
cil Assembly at New Delhi, In- 
dia, Pope John had five official 
observers, including a St. Louis 
priest. Their assignment was 
announced in advance. 

No Longer Protestant Nation. 

The 1961 confrontation of Prot- 
estants and Catholics has been 
a searching spiritual and emo- 
tional experience for many Prot- 
estants, clergy ard laity. For it 
meant that they had to adjust 
themselves to living and propa 
gating their faith in an America 
which they could no longer call 
a Protestant country. . Protest- 
ants still are the largest group 
of Christians but they are a mi- 
nority in the population. At the 
beginning of this year the first 
Roman Catholic President was 
inaugurated. 

According to veteran observ- 
ers of the religious scene, min- 
isters and editors and denomi- 
national officers, two unhappy 
images were created by the 1960 
national election and the 1961 
fight in Congress over federal 
aid to parochial schools. 

First, many Protestants saw 
the Roman Catholic Church as 
not only an ancient religious 
body and tradition, but also as 
an emerging structure of politi- 
cal power in the country. i: 
Council of Catholic Bishops can 
speak for their church. Prot- 
estantism has no such unity, no 

single voice; this would be con- 
trary to Protestant tradition and 
belief. 

On the other side, many Ro 
man Catholics saw an image of 
bigotry in the opposition to the 
election of a Catholic President. 

Both Sides Being Heard. 

For this unhappy reason, be- 
cause of these clashing public 
images, and because national 
unity is a critical need, and be- 
cause churches are concerned 
or the public welfare. 1961 
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, Protestant - Catholic 
were encouraged. Coexistence 
calls for new approaches, new 
devices, for better understand- 
ing. And in the informal con- 
versations that have taken place 
it was found that representatives 
of both great groups were able 
to state their own views and to 
listen, in a friendly atmosphere, 
while their opposite numbefs ex- 
plained their case. 

Earnest churchmen who dis- 
agree now are on speaking 
terms, which is better than name 
calling.

His laboratory, which 
made signilicant contributions to 
the understanding of the spread 
of Asian influenza, is working to 
delineate the flu-type virus that 
is prevalent in St. Louis, 

In 1960, Dr. Broun received the 
university's Alumni Merit Award 
‘for his dedication to teaching, 
research and patient care 

He is married and lives at 5290 
Waterman boulevard. He has 
one son, a physician, and twin 
daughters. 

Dr. Colbert, 41, had been dean 
since 1953.

How to Fix It Yourself 


| By Hubbard Cobb 


MOST EVERYONE knows that 
if you want to hang a picture 
on a wall you do it with a pic- 
ture hook and these little devices 
can carry a lot of weight. The 
large size hook, for example, can 
carry over 40 pounds, But some- 
times it’s necessary to attach 
something besides a picture to a 
wall and often the weight in- 


._ volved is a good deal over 40 


pounds. A wall hung bookshelf, 
for example, must carry a lot of 
weight; so must a kitchen cabi- 
net, When we get into these 
weights a hook or nail isn't ade- 


' quate and so we must use other 


devices. 

One of the best devices for 
fastening to plaster or plaster- 
board walls is a toggle bolt. 
These come in a variety of sizes 
and shapes but they work on 
about the same principle. After 
a hole has been made in the wall 
and the bolt is inserted, wings 
on the nut at the end of the bolt 
spring out. As the bolt is tight- 


ened the wings are pulled tight 
against the rear face of the wall. 
To pull the bolt out will re- 


quire enough force remove 
good section of the wall at 
same time. Toggle bolts 
similar devices are fine for 
sorts of heavy hanging jobs 
enough of them are used and 
the wall is of sufficient thic! 
ness. Standard plaster and 
plasterboard walls usually fill 
this bill. Below standard thick- 
ness plasterboard walls and 
walls made of thin fibrous ma- 
terials will not carry the same 
weight, so be carélul. 

If there is any question about 
the strength of the wall, better 
not use a toggle bolt. Play safe 
and fasten what needs fastening 
directly into the wall framework 
or studding. The studding is 
spaced about every 16 inches so 
it's usually not much of a prob- 
lem to utilize several studs. 
Screws used must be long 
enough to pass through the wall 
covering and into the studding 
for an inch or more.
